Yanks leave Saigon; chaos remains 


SAIGON (UPI) — The United States 
pulled out of South Vietnam today, 
leaving a peace settlement and the 
surrender of Saigon in the hands of the 
Vietnamese. 
Political sources said the Viet Cong 
and South Vietnamese administrations 
had reached agreement in principle to 
call a cease-fire Wednesday but the 
Communists raised two more demands 
before there can be a formal truce 
The American evacuation on orders 
from President Duong Van “ Big” Minh 
prepared for the surrender of Saigon 
without a fight, ending 30 years of 
warfare in Indochina and 14 years of 
American involvement 
The evacuation of Americans from 
Tan Son Nhut airport was reported 
finished by midnight (9 a m PDT) but 
an hour later evacuation from the 
Embassy grounds still continued There 
were reports that many Americans, 
foreigners and Vietnamese dependents 


still were trapped in various buildings 
around the city, unable to reach the 
embassy. 
There was no immediate confirmation 
of the reported cease-fire agreement 
between the Minh government and the 
Viet Cong. Vice President Nguyen Van 
Huyen denied it. 
But knowledgeable political sources 
said Huyen had been in contact with the 
Viet Cong delegation at Saigon’s Tan Son 
Nhut airbase and had reached a 
tentative agreement 
Huyen said on Saigon Radio and 
television his government had decided to 
meet the last two demands of the Viet 
Cong for the opening of peace talks —an 
end 
to 
American 
intervention 
in 
Vietnamese affairs and abolition of the 
Saigon “ war machine ” 
But no sooner had Huyen met these 
demands than the Viet Cong raised two 
more — withdrawal of the U.S. 7th Fleet 
from Vietnam waters and disarming of 


Saigon's army and police 
French 
government sources said the demands 
were more like a demand for complete 
surrender. 
Political sources said late today that 
the Minh government would agree if 
necessary to disarm most of its forces. 
The U.S. evacuation fleet was expected 
to leave Vietnamese waters once the 
evacuation was completed 
But many South Vietnamese soldiers 
were reported fleeing the Saigon area as 
were sailors who loaded their families 
aboard Navy vessels in the Saigon River 
for a flight to the South China Sea The 
South Vietnamese air force flew out 
officers and their families to the 
Philippines, Taiwan, Singapore and 
Thailand At least 70 planeloads landed 
in Thailand. 
Many 
commandeered 
South 
Vietnamese 
helicopters 
crash 
landed near American evacuation ships 
in the South China Sea in hopes they and 


thetr families would be picked up They 
were. 
Hundreds of Vietnamese gathered 
outside the U S. Embassy in Saigon 
pleading to be taken in the evacuation 
There were so many that U.S.-Marine 
reinforcements were flown in from 
helicopter carriers stationed off the 
Vietnam coast to help guard the huge 
compound One held back a Vietnamese 
man by sticking his M16 rifle in the 
man s face. 
By nightfall, signs of the American 
presence were disappearing. 
A youthful mob looted the Brinks 
Hotel, 
an 
American 
landmark 
in 
downtown Saigon Twice bombed by 
Viet Cong terrorists, the hotel housed 
American officers for more than 10 
years. 
Abandoned American homes were 
looted A UPI bureau car was destroyed 
by the crowd at the U.S. Embassy 
Late tonight, there was little sign of 
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RON BOGGS, battalion chief and fire 
prevention officer inspects hazardous 
garbage spill from container in top 
photo and the proper protection for 
garbage cans m photo at right.

Board restates 
position on 
food stamps 


The Board of Supervisors cleared up a 
“ misunderstanding" Monday about its 
April 14 action in calling for abolition of 
the food stamp program, and an interim 
plan pending “ re-evaluation of the 
entire welfare program. ” 
Supervisors were informed they had 
erred — in following a Grand Jury 
recommendation — because there are 
many 
low-income 
and 
unemployed 
persons receiving food stamps who are 
not on welfare. Their previous action by 
a 4-0 vote had linked food stamps with 
welfare clients exclusively. 
Welfare Director Arthur Nelson and 
Deputy Counsel Marvin Levine pointed 
out 
“ technical 
errors” 
in 
the 
supervisors’ previous decision. 
Supervisors then agreed to write in 
changes that would closely parallel 
recommendations 
of 
the 
County 
Supervisors’ Assn. leaning toward a 
cash income maintenance system. 
The Grand Jury’s finding that it 
appeared to cost 59 cents per $1 of food 
stamps issued had swayed some of the 
supervisors 
into quickly voting to 
recommend the system be supplanted 
with something better. But Nelson said 
Monday he wasn’t sure “ where this 
figure came from.” 
Nelson 
said, however, costs of the 
food stamp program “ are high,” due, in 
large 
measure, 
to 
the 
elaborate 
engraving process needed to foil food 
stamp counterfeiters. 
Costs of selling food stamps in the 
county through commercial banks and 
19 outlets runs up to $12,000 monthly, 
added Nelson. 
Carmen Lodise, Isla Vista Community 
Council member, told the supervisors he 
felt they acted too abruptly in their 
original action, and hadn’t even given 
food stamp recipients a chance to air 
their views. He said he felt there should 
be a public hearing to get public input. 


No M D s left in Guadalupe; 
county will import medics 


The County Health Department will step into the gap and 
staff a Guadalupe medical clinic six hours per week in the 
absence of any private physician in the small north county 
city. 
The Board of Supervisors approved a recommendation of 
the county administrative office Monday to have the health 
department provide certain needed health services on an 
emergency basis. 
Supervisors were told the estimated cost of carrying out 
this program would be $1,404 until the end of the fiscal year 
June 30, and another $4,056 required through December of 
this year. 
Funding is available in the existing Health Department 
appropriation and in the salary and employe benefits budget 
of Santa Maria Hospital, the board was informed. 
The only private physician in Guadalupe recently closed 
his practice, leaving area residents there with no prospect 
of health visits without traveling to Santa Maria. 
Acting Health Officer Frank Kline plans to set up a 
general medical clinic in existing health offices two nights 
per week (three hours each evening). The plan is to have the 
clinic staffed with one doctor and one nurse plus volunteers 
from an organization such as Casa de la Raza. In addition, 
medical help is expected from Vandenberg AFB, said 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, of Santa Maria.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford told congressional leaders today 
that 
on 
his orders 
nearly every 
American had been evacuated from 
Vietnam without incident —an abrupt 
ending to nearly 14 years of U.S. 
involvement in that war tom nation 
“ It has gone well and there has been 
no casualties,” Sen. Clifford Case, R- 
N.J., told reporters foltowing a meeting 
with Ford. “ I hope before too many 
minutes it will be over.” 
Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., said the 
congressional leaders were told that the 
emergency evacuation “ is just about 
concluded." 
“The Americans were evacuated in a 
more or less orderly way and apparently 
this has worked out successfully,’ he 
said. 
Ford Monday night ordered Marines 
to carry out the evacuation, telling them 
to use force only to protect lives. 
“ Force will not be used unless 
essential to protect the lives of those 
involved,” Ford said in a statement. 
Pentagon officials said they expected 
the rescue operation to be finished 
shortly after 9 a m PDT. 
The President, looking grim after a 
long night of emergency consultations 
and little sleep, summoned his Cabinet 
and congressional leaders to separate 
morning meetings at the White House. 
He later promised a public statement, 
followed by a White House news 
conference by Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger. 
“ Both meetings were called so that 
the President could give a report on the 
evacuation of Americans from Saigon,” 
a spokesman said. 
Ford decided on the final evacuation 
late Monday night on the advice he 
received 
by 
radio 
from 
U.S. 
Ambassador Graham Martin in Saigon 
as Communist forces closed in on that 
city. His decision was to pursue “ Phase 
4” —the ultimate contingency plan to 
use Marines and helicopters when all 
other routes of evacuation were gone. 
Assembly panel 
OKs bill to cut 
pot penalties

criminal 
marijuana 
penalties and substituting a maximum 
$190 fine for possession of small 
amounts of the weed was approved 
today by the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The Senate-passed measure (SB95) by 
Sen. George Moscone, D-San Francisco, 
was approved on a 11-7 vote with little 
discussion in the heavily Democratic 
committee and sent to the full Assembly 
where supporters forecast approval. 
The bill, similar to an Oregon law 
would repeal possible felony sanctions 
against marijuana users. 
For persons caught with an ounce or 
less in their possession the maximum 
penalty would be a traffic ticket-style 
citation and a fine of up to $100. An 
ounce can roll at least 20 joints. 
During his election campaign. Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. said he favored 
the concept of the Oregon statute but has 
not declared himself specifically on the 
Moscone proposal. 
Persons apprehended with more than 
one ounce would be handled as a 
misdemeanor offender with a possible 
six months in jail and a $500 fine. 
Under existing 
law, 
judges 
and 
prosecutors have the discretion of 
whether to treat marijuana possession 
as either a misdemeanor or felony. A 
felony can carry a maximum 10-year 
term in state prison 
Unchanged by the bill would be felony 
provisions 
prohibiting 
the 
sale of 
marijuana, its possession for sale and 
driving under the influence of marijua­ 
na.

In December 1974, the commission 
granted a pipeline lease to Exxon

The lease provided for termination by 
the commission if construction had not 
begun withm 90 days of the contract's 
effective date—Jan 1. 
Cory charged in a statement, "Exxon 
was in clear violation of that lease when 
they failed to begin construction ..withm 
the 90-day limit.” 
Cory, meantime, is continuing to 
challenge the contract on the basis that 
its environmental impact statement was 
insufficient. 
Harris Grade work gets 
Board's nod in plan 


The Board of Supervisors approved a 
County-Cities Area Planning Council 
action Monday in supporting a regional 
transportation plan which envisions a 
two-lane realignment of the Harris 
Grade (Route 1 > in Lompoc Valley. 
The long range plan, as adopted by the 
council 
recently, 
voted 
to 
back 
realignment although PLUS (Preserve 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings) asked 
to have the winding scenic roadway left 
basically as it is. 
Supervisors received the highway 
matter following approval of a State 
Department 
of 
Transportation 
resolution declaring its intention of 
rescinding a freeway route adoption 
location on a 5.9 mile portion of the 
route. This portion was located between 
two miles north of Santa Ynez River and 
Route 135 at Harriston 
Road Commissioner Leland Steward 
said the highway was "still before you, 
active, but on a two-lane basis. ’’ 
Steward said support of the highway 
on a two-lane basis would be in accord 
with the Area Planning Council action 
on the 20-year plan just adopted. 
Board Chairman Francis H. Beattie, 


of Lompoc, said he had "no objection to 
that.” 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost declared 
"the people I’ve talked to in Lompoc 
don’t want this project. 
"Even if kids are getting killed?” 
asked Beattie 
"We can t correct kids’ driving habits 
straightening out the roads,” replied 
Frost. 
Beattie was referring to the number 
of fatalities involving young people that 
have marred the record of the Harris 
Grade route Proponents of an improved 
highway have argued that a freeway 
with some of the Harris Grade curves 
ironed out would be safer. 
Members of PLUS have been active in 
organizing opposition to any changes in 
Hams Grade, principally because of 
their contention that construction and 
realignment would destroy trees and 
other natural features 
The state highway commission has 
moved to “ unadopt" the route and 
standards that called for a four-lane 
improved 
highway 
freeway. 
Under 
county proposals Hams Grade would be 
reconstructed to an improved alignment 
sometime during the next 20 years.

A Santa Maria River levee bikeway plan it was testified could 
cost $500,000 or more to carry out was voted down 3-2 by the Board 
of Supervisors Monday. 
“ It sounds like a good thing — until these cost estimates come 
in,” said Supervisor Robert E. Kallman. of Santa Barbara, whose 
motion for denial was approved 
The high cost estimates made by County Road Director Leland 
Steward and others seemed to swing the majority on the board 
away from designation of the 15-mile levee route on the General 
Plan, although north county board members expressed concern as 
well with opposition voiced by adjacent agricultural landowners. 
The County Planning Commission had approved the route 
designation by a 5-4 vote, without getting testimony as to the 
costs The route, which had the backing of Santa Maria Valley 
bikers, would run along the top of the levee from Bradley Ditch 
area on the east to Guadalupe. Steward felt such a bikeway would 
cost from $18,000 to $23,000 a mile, with fencing to cost another 
$20,000 to $40,000 a mile depending on material used. 
An estimate of a total $1.3 million cost for such a bikeway was 
made by W. Mark Durley, Jr., of Santa Maria, representing the 
Preisker Ranch, in objecting to the bike route.

Two of the dead were hostages and two were 
bystanders, hit when the gunman sprayed 
machine gun fire from the windows, police said 
Most of the injured were pedestrians

the gunman 
as David 
Protter, 24, a security officer employed for the 
past year by the consulate to search persons 
entering the premises. 
The Israeli national radio said Protter was 
discharged from the Israeli army three years 
ago on grounds of mental instability. Police in 
Johannesburg said he was a native of South 
Africa but Israeli reports said he was born in 
Austria.

Protter quietly surrendered just before dawn 
to Bureau of State Security Chief, Gen Hendrik 
van den Bergh, who told him to ” be a man "

and injured hostages were hit accidentally by 
police snipers who returned Protter’s fire with 
bursts into the consulate.

Helms cursed a newsman and 
denied the Central Intelligence 
Agency was involved in the 
assassination of 
foreign of­ 
ficials. 
He also revealed that CIA 
actions in Cuba and Vietnam 
were part of the investigation 
by

Nelson 
Rockefeller 
into 
dom estic 
spying. 


Helms testified nearly four 
hours 
Monday 
before 
the 
Rockefeller Commission —his 
third 
appearance 
and 
the 
longest 
of 
any 
of 
the 
44 
witnesses. 


When he came out, Helms 
cursed CBS reporter Daniel 
Schorr, 
who 
reported 
that 
President Ford was concerned 
the investigation would reveal 
that the CIA had a role in 
plotting the assassination of at 
ieast three foreign leaders. 
“You son of a bitch,” Helms 
told him. 
Helms kept saying "Killer 
Schorr! Killer Schorr!" as he 
walked down a hallway with 
reporters. Later, when Schorr 
asked an unrelated question, 
Helms said: 
"I don’t know 
about that, Mr. Schorr, but I 
don’t like some of the lies 
you’ve been putting on the air. 
"I just want to say one thing. 
I don’t know of any foreign 
leader that was ever assas­ 
sinated by the CIA. That’s my 
honest beiief.” 
Helms bristled when asked if 
there had ever been discussions 
about 
assassinating 
foreign 
leaders. 
"That’s like asking me if I’ve 
stopped 
beating 
my 
wife," 
Helms 
said. 
"There 
were 
always discussions of every­ 
thing under the sun. Two men 


may have sat in the State 
Department or the Defense 
Department 
and 
discussed 
things 
that

acceptable to the American 
people. That happens all the 
tim e.”

questioned on many topics, 
including Cuba and Vietnam 
—the first time it was revealed

Helms refused to comment

President Lyndon B. Johnson 
believed the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy was 
in retaliation for a CIA plot 
aimed at Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro. 
"I don’t know why President 
Johnson said these things,” he 
said. 
Helms, now ambassador to 
Iran, was director of the CIA 
from 1966 to early 1973. Before 
that he was CIA director of 
plans, the supervisor of secret 
operations. 
Newspaper

television 
reports have said that during 
the late 1960s, the CIA under 
Helms engaged in a massive 
domestic spying program, ille­ 
gal under its charter. 
William E. Colby, the current 
director, who has said the CIA 
may have exceeded its charter

OCEANSIDE (UPI) - The 
first of an estimated 20,000 
refugees from Vietnam arrived 
in Southern California today in 
good health and happy to be in 
the United States 
About 260 refugees —about 
half of them children —arrived 
on four planes which landed at 
Norton Air Force Base near 
San Bernardino, about 50 miles 
north of here Two more planes 
schedule to arrive at Norton 
during the day were diverted to 
El Toro Marine Base near 
Santa Ana along with other 
arriving planes 
A spokesman at Norton said 
the refugees would be taken by 
bus immediately to the sprawl­ 
ing Camp Pendleton Marine 
Base where a tent city was 
being set up 
"The refugees were in good 
health and appeared happy to 
be here," the spokesman said 
Many of those arriving at 
Norton were Americans with 
V ietnamese 
dependents, 
the 
spokesman said 


An estimated 20,000 refugees 
were headed for Camp Pend­ 
leton. one of three such refugee 
centers in the nation. Pend­ 
leton, 
largest 
U.S. 
Marine 
base, is located on the Pacific 
Coast between Los Angeles and 
San Diego. 
An Orange County health 
officer 
ordered 
the 
Marine 
Corps not to allow any refugee 
off federal land, for fear of 
spreading Asian diseases. 
Marines 
worked 
hurriedly 
Monday afternoon and through 
the night to prepare three areas 
for the refugees—quonset huts 
and barracks at Camp Talega 
and Camp Onofre, an infantry 
training center, and tents at 
CampChristiamtis. 
Marine engineers hoped to 
have 90 big squad tents erected 
by the time the first refugees 
arrived. It might be neccesary 
to erect "a city" of as many as 
700 tents in the days to come, 
said

officer, Lt. Col Arthur Brill 
The tent camp is less than 5 
miles south of Nixon’s San 
Clemente estate, where the 
former president 
has spent 
most of the time since his

Gangs of Marines labored 
through the night pitching tents 
as truckloads of cots piled up 
on the site, and work began on a 
messhall, laundry facilities and 
latrines. 


Shortly after the selection of 
Pendleton was announced Mon 
day, Dr John R. Philp, Orange 
county Health officer, served a 
directive on the commanding 
officer of El Toro Marine Air 
Station, 
where 
the 
refugee 
transports will land It ordered 
him "to confine all persons 
arriving at your station from 
Southeast Asia to the boundar­ 
ies of your station," except for 
those using federal transporta­ 
tion to reach other federal sites 
"providing they do not disem­ 
bark in Orange County" with 
out the permission of Philp’s 
office. 


The refugees land at El Toro, 
in Orange County, and travel 22 
miles by bus to Pendleton, in 
San Diego County, where the 
acting public health director, 
Dr Donald Ramras, said he did 
not see the refugees as a health 
threat "if they are retained 
within Camp Pendleton" and 
stay only a short time. He 
voiced concern that volunteer 
relief workers at the refugee 
camp may pick up and spread 
diseases outside.

From 'Fat Jack' to thoroughbred 


Nicklaus: study in excellence

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Being bonged in the skull by a 
golf ball couldn’t have stiffened me more than when I read 
the headline, “ Nicklaus Takes Fifth.“ Wasn’t anybody clean 
anymore? 
Watergate had taken its toll. After three years of nearly 
daily revelations of wrong-doing by the pillars of our 
community, we continue to expect the worst. 
Happily Jack Nicklaus was miles away from the closest 
grand jury. The “ fifth" was the final finger in his handful of 
Masters golf tournament victories. 
How relievedly to read of one’s triumph instead of one’s 
disaster. This was what the late Chief Justice Warren gave 
as his reason for turning first to the sports pages upon 
opening the morning paper. 
In effect, he wanted the good news first. 
And some happy thoughts returned about Nicklaus, m the 
wake of his victory. He was a prodigy of a golfer and 
maintained his drive, figuratively and literally, from youth 
through adulthood to reach the height of his profession. 
Sam Snead, the Venerable, once told me about playing 
with Nicklaus in exhibitions in Columbus, Ohio, when Jack 
was just 14 years old. the son of a rather successful local 
pharmacist “ His daddy,” said Snead, “ could afford the 
best coaching And Jack had the best sticks and played at 
the best clubs. It was like a thoroughbred race horse.” 
Nicklaus never broke down. He grew fat, and he still won 
He slimmed down, and he remained a winner. He seems 
even to relish the challenge of the startling Johnny Miller 
And when Miller shot a 30 on the first nine of the 1975 
Masters’ third round and fishined with a 65 for the day, I 
was reminded of the day Nicklaus shot a M asters’ record- 
tying 64 in the Masters in 1965 
Afterward Nicklaus was brought before the almost 
mythical Bobby Jones, then relegated to a wheelchair, to be 
congratulated near the 18th green at the Augusta National 
golf course Jones said, “ Young man, you play a game I am 
totally unfamiliar with ” It was an awesome compliment, 
coming from the man many consider the greatest golfer of 


all time. 
A few years later, shortly before Jones died, I asked him 
about that remark. 1 wondered how much he truly believed 
that statement. Jones, obviously a man of sweeping 
Southern gentility, remembered it well and said, “ Oh, I laid 
on a compliment. You know how those things are. ” 
Jack Nicklaus, at age 35, has now won a record 15 major 
tournaments, two better than the former record-holder, 
Bobby Jones. 
And now Nicklaus goes after the Grand Slam, something 
only Bobby Jones has ever roped, and that was 45 years ago. 
After the Masters, Nicklaus goes for victories in the U.S. 
Open (which he has won three tim es), the British Open (won 
twice» 
and 
the 
Professional 
Golfers 
Association 
Championship (won three times >. 
It will be exciting to watch his attempt again. In 1972 
Nicklaus began with Masters and U.S. Open wins. 
In the British Open, he made a dramatic comeback as he 
bucked Lee Trevino and the Scottish wind. Four strokes 
back going into the final day Nicklaus, his blond locks and 
light slacks flapping in the stiff breeze, finally tied Trevino 
on the 15th hole. But he bogeyed 16. That and Trevino’s 
terrific chip on 17 that landed in the hole, cost Nicklaus the 
chance for the Grand Slam. 
No matter. He remains virtually the uncontested best. He 
was so after a few early years of nip-and-tuck with Arnold 
Palmer. Palmer, 10 years older than Nicklaus, has not won 
a “ Big Four“ tournament since the Masters in 1964, and now 
always seems so forlorn in the newspaper photos. 
How tunes change. Once, it was “ Fat Ja ck ” who was the 
melancholy one, whom Arnie’s Army scorned and chivvied 
as the plump pretender. 
Some knew, though, that it was only a matter of time 
before Nicklaus asserted his greatness. One such person 
was Willy Peterson, the caddy who drew Nicklaus in Jack ’s 
first Masters. Tradition has it that the M asters’ caddy stays 
with his original draw every year he is entered. 
After toting Nicklaus’ bag that first day, Willy Peterson 
returned to the clubhouse with a skip in his step, and 
explained to a colleague, “ I just got me an annuity.”

two years of high school has won 
approval from the Assembly.

Opponents of the bill contended it 
would weaken physical training for 
young people but supporters argued that 
students are “ getting short-changed” 
because P.E. classes place emphasis on 
the

uncoordinated are ignored. 
Assemblyman Mike Antonovich, R- 
Glendale, said the measure “ is a method 
of weakening physical education in our 
schools. Don’t throw the baby out with 
the dirty water.” 
But Assemblyman John Knox, D- 
Richmond, said only a small part of 
P.E. class time is spent in actual 
physical training. “ Students spend most 
of their time taking off and putting on 
their clothes,” he said. 
Under current law students in grades 
7 through 12 are required to attend 
physical education classes if they are 
enrolled full-time and are not ill or 
injured. 
Gregorio’s bill would allow local 
school boards to exempt students from 
P.E. classes if they had completed 10th 
grade and were 16 years old or older.

A satellite is now showing us where to safl 
to save oil. 


Sailing with the Gulf Stream to save fuel at sea is a trick known to many 
mariners, Exxon captains like Keith Frutiger included. 
But locating the big stream precisely in the open sea isn’t so easy. 
Today Captain Frutiger is getting help from a space-age device. He’s 
testing new navigational data from a satellite called NOAA 4 that shows 
him exactly where the stream flows fastest, and where to go to take 
advantage of it. 
It all began when the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administra­ 
tion offered to make its Gulf Stream data from planes, ships and the 
satellite available to anybody who asked for it. 
Exxon did. And we’ll be reporting back to NOAA 
so they can advise other shipping of our results. 
This project is still experimental. But even small fuel 
savings per ship would add up if they could be realized by all 
ships using the Gulf Stream. 
Meanwhile, Exxon has been able to make substantial 
energy savings throughout its oil and gas operations. We’re 
close to reaching our goal—a measured 15% reduction in 
energy use since 1972. And we’ll continue to look for ways to 
save energy. Each year, we’ll be saving as much 
energy as it would take to keep 4 million cars 
operating for a year. 
The object is not just to save money, but to 
reduce imports of costly foreign oil. That will aid 
the (J. S. in its fight against inflation and reces­ 
sion. And everyone can help. 
For example, if every car in the country would use just 1 /2 gallon 
less gasoline per day, the U.S. could reduce oil imports by one million 
barrels per day.

Jerusalem, although Kissinger would 
not himself be the mediator. A deputy, 
perhaps Joseph Sisco, undersecretary 
for political affairs, would take over. 
The ambivalent position in which 
Kissinger has found himself since his 
return a month ago grows out of what

misunderstanding.

was 
not the 
source, they say, of the accusation of 
Israeli inflexibility that brought about 
the break 
Nor 
was 
he 
the 
inspiration 
for 
President 
Ford’s 
statement 
in 
an 
interview with the Hearst news team 
that if Israel had been more flexible the 
effort might have succeeded. 
Returning with his hopes in ruin, the 
secretary told reporters on his plane 
that Israel had more to lose than Egypt 
in the failure. This is said to be the 
explanation for the dark suspicion on the 
part of Israelis and friends of Israel in 
this country that Kissinger was the 
source of the charge. 
Beset by troubles abroad with the 
blame generously heaped on his head, 
Kissinger finds himself in the midst of 
an internal feud. While feud may be too 
strong a word, inspired news stories 
have had the President’s close advisers 
determined that Ford shall be his own 
foreign policy maker, drawing a line 
between the White House and the State 
Department. 
Whatever evidence there may be for 
this, 
and 
certain 
observers 
have 
overheard Ford saying that he and not 
Kissinger is the President, it can only 
have further divisive and destructive 
consequences. 
As he has said several times before, 
Kissinger told the American Society of 
Newpaper Editors he has no intention of 
resigning 
And 
the 
President 
has 
assured the secretary of state that he 
wants him to stay on through 1976. 
For 
sheer 
survival, 
Kissinger 
deserves the award of bureaucratic 
infighter first class. In the Nixon White 
House, he was in the midst of a nest of 
vipers bent on destroying him In order 
to survive, he resorted to the tactics of 
his 
en em ies 
with 
w iretapping 
sanctioned if not ordered by the then 
adviser on national security affairs. 
In the long and anguished effort to 
bring about “peace with honor’’ and the

Few persons, least of all this reporter 
could have predicted a few years ago 
that the appellate court in Los Angeles 
would finally rule against the state on 
the question of the Highway 1 Bypass. 
For 
those 
who 
missed it Division 3 of 
the Court of Appeals 
ruled on April 25 that 
the state was in error 
for proceeding with 
e n g in e e r in g 
and 
construction 
on 
the 
highway project with­ 
out full-scale environ- 
m e n ta l 
im p a c t 
reports. And by in­ 
ference at least pend­ 
ing an examination of 
the 
actual 
court 
ruling, 
if the state wants to build the Bypass at 
all it will have to do a full-scale report 
on the environmental impact. 


Some of the unpredictability charac­ 
ter of the case can be explained by the 
fact 
that 
never 
before 
had 
the 
environmental impact question been 
raised in connection with condemnation 
proceedings under eminent domain. It 
was a first anywhere in the courts of the 
land and in this case involved some land 
north of Lompoc that the state was 
acquiring 
under 
eminent 
domain. 
Eminent domain for the uninitiated is 
the law that permits government to take 
just about any property simply by 
setting 
forth reasons why the state 
needs the property for public purposes, 
in this case a highway. 


This reporter recalls having to defend 
his description of the eminent domain 
issue as being unique in the land, during 
stories on an 11-day trial in Santa Maria. 
Pier 
Gherini, 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
attorney who fought the state along with 
his son, John and the late Bruce Sharpe, 
told this reporter that the question of 
environmental impact was so chancy 
that he wouldn’t hazard a guess as to 
how the court would rule. His feelings of 
reservation were apparently justified at 
that point because Superior Court Judge 
Marion A. Smith finally ruled in favor of 
the 
state and in effect against the 
petitioners, 
in this case the local 
attorneys and the community groups 
they represented. 
At one point in the 11-day trial in Santa 
Maria, this reporter recalls asking

Sharpe how he thought the trial was 
going Sharpe, somewhat keyed up by 
his substantial courtroom effort against 
some tough odds, replied. “I’m in this to 
win.” The ultimate victory, assuming 
that last week's court ruling stands, is a 
tribute not only to Sharpe’s courage and 
determination, but also to the ultimate 
worth of the legal points he and the 
Gherinis were raising in the case. 
It is interesting to note that the state 
Highway Commission decided last week 
to remove the Harris Grade section of 
the Highway 1 improvement from the 
list of priorities, thus relegating the 
project to the never never land. 
Money for the Bypass itself has been 
spent on other projects and the word out 
of the Division of Highways regional 
headquarters in San Luis Obispo is that 
the division will be reduced to a 
m aintenance 
operation. 
Ralph 
Lejonhud, deputy district director of 
projects, couldn’t predict the other day 
how the state's legal apparatus would 
respond to the appellate court ruling, 
but did note that there is a hiring freeze 
on in the division 
As for himself, 
Lejonhud said he didn't know what the 
future held for him. 
The bulk of the credit for the victory 
against the state has to go to the three 
attorneys and a few individuals like 
Ameta Crossman, but some mention has 
to be made of the changing times. In 
abandoning its priority for the Harris 
Grade 
section 
of 
the 
highway 
improvement recently the 
Highway 
Commission noted that local opposition 
and escalating costs had caused a 
change in the official view On the other 
hand. Judge Smith himself noted at one 
point that the “Harris Grade" section 
“may never be justified ” 
That comment came at a time when 
there was some effort to have the 
highway improvement terminate at 
Burton Mesa Boulevard or Lompo^- 
Casmalia Road after it traversed tne 
east border of Lompoc. 
When the project was first assigned to 
the engineers the Bypass and Harris 
Grade were supported by the City of 
Lompoc and the Chamber of Commerce 
and by most if not of all of the business 
community. 
No one thought over much of the 
project except to give tacit acquie­ 
scence to the bid for better access in and 
out of Lompoc That’s what the project 
represented then
